Df all which, as wel ol thoſe who fought by land, 
and lake, did kil, and were killed, as alſo of thoſe , who 
were beſette with fire,and water, aroſe a marueilous 
ſounde in the Aire. Which when Thyamis (awe , he 
remembꝛed his dꝛeame, wherein he ſawe lis, and her 
Churche fflled with fire, and dead menne, end ſuppo⸗ 
ſing thereby to bee meant, that which hee nowe had 
ſeene, gathered thereof a contrary interpꝛetation to that 
he — that hauing , thou ſhalt not haue Cari- 
clia, as taken away by warre, and that he ſhould kill, 
and not wound her, that is, with his wo; de, and not 
with carnall copulation. At length calling on the 
Goddeſſe,as though ſhe had beguyled him, and thinking 
it not meete that any other ſhould emiop Cariclia , com- 
maunding his men tokepe their places, and maintaine 
the battel as long asthey might: him ſelfe fighting in 
eucrie part of the Jlande,and diners times making pꝛi⸗ 
uy irruptions out of every quarter vppon his enemies, 
thinking it allo to be god, ic that way he could pꝛeuaile 
- againſt them, bim ſelfe, as though he went toſeeke fo; 
Thermutes: and do certaine ſacrifices to his pꝛiuy God- 
des, ſnfferingno man to goe with him, in haſte went fo

withal Theagenes tame ſomewhat to himſelfe;x began 
to conceine ſome better hope in his minde. ¶ conifoꝛted 
Cnemon, whoſe heart now failed him, and defired him 
in al haſt fo carrie him to Cariclia.A while after,when 
Cnemon came ſomewhat tohimſelfs againe, het loked: 
moze aduiſedly on herꝛit was Thisbe iu Ved; i he knew 
alfo the S woꝛde that lay by her, 'Vp"th# hiltes to bee 
Thyamis his, which he fd2 anger, and hafte lette in the 
wound. Laſt of all, he ſawe a little ſcrowie hang at 
her bꝛeſt, which he toke away, and woulde faine haut 
reade it, but Theagenes mould not let him, but lap on 
him very earneſtly , ſaying, let vs firſt receiue my 
ſwiete heart, leaſte enen nowe as ſome God beguyle 
bs: as ſoꝛ theſe things, we may know them hereafter. 
Cnemon wascontente, and ſo taking the letter in his 
hand, and the ſwoozd alſo went in to Cariclia, who eræc⸗ 
ping beth on handcs, and feete to the light, ranne to 
Theagenes,# hanged about his necke,nowe Theagenes 


thou art reſtoꝛed fo me againe, faive ſhe»: Thou lineſt _ er, 


mine owne Cariclia, quoth he, oftĩtimts. At length they 
fell ſoudenly to the grounde , holding either other in 
their armes, without vttering any woozd, except a lit⸗ 
tle murmuring, ond it lacked but a little, that they were 
not both dead. Foꝛ many times to much aladneſſe is

Mhen they perceiued that they were ſo familiarly em⸗ 
bzaced, and on grounde, they arte vp ſoudenly , and 
bluſhed (but eſpeciglly Caric lia) bicauſe of Cuemõ, who 
had ſene theſe thinges,and deſired him to pardon them, 
He ſmiling a litle , and willing to turne their mindes 
to ſome mirth: In mine opinion(ſaide he) oz any mans 
elſe, who hath- befoze wꝛeſtled with loue,andhath plea- 
ſant ly yelded vnto the ineuitable chaunce therof mode- 
rately,theſe thinges are much pꝛaiſe woꝛthie. But 
Theagenes, J could by no meanes commend that, wher- 
of alſo J was aſhamed, when J ſaw you ſhamfully em- 
bꝛate a ſtraunge woman, and one to whome you were 
bounde, by no bond of friendlhippe,foz all that J boldly 
| affirmod,your ſt friend was aline,x ſafe,Cncmon 
(quoth Theagenes) accuſe me not to Cariclia ,whom in 
anothers body J bewailed,thinkingher who was flaine 
to haue bene this wench : But fozalmuch as the god 
will of God hath nowe declared, that J was in ſo doing 
begniled, remember J p2ay vou, pour owne cowardnes, 
inaſmuch as ſirſt you deplozed my caſe, in the ſoudaine 
knowledge of her, who lap there, and though you had a 
ſwa2de by pour ſide, pet pou like a ſlonſe, and valiante 
warriour, were afraide of a woman, and ſhee deade , no 
leſſe then if the Goddes had bene in pꝛeſence. Yereaf 
they ſmiled a litle, but not withont teares,as it happe⸗ 
neth tomen in ſuch miſerie.After Cariclia had ſtaied a 
litle, and ſcratching her cherke vnder her eare, J iudge 
(ſaide cher) her happy, wholdeuer ſhe was, whom Thea- 
genes) lamented, and kiſſed alſo, as Cnemon repozteth, 
but ercepte you thinke that J am in ielouſie, J woulde 


gladly know, what happy woman that was, which — 
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-wo2thie of Theagenes teares, If yon can fell me, and 
by what errour you kiſſed her in ſteade of me. Surety 
(ſaid he) you wil wonder at it greatly,foz Cnemon ſaith 
it was that cunning player of the Yarpe which was 
Thisbe, the deuiſer of the wiles againſt him, and Deme- 
neta. Here with Catie lia afraid,aſked him, how is it like 
that ſhe ſhould come out of the midſt of Greece (as ot ſet 
purpole) into the fartheſt part of Egypt: m how is it 
poſlible, that when we came hither we ſawe her not: as 
touching this, ſaid Cnemon,J haue nothing fo ſay. But 
thus much J heard of her. After that Demeneta pꝛeuen⸗ 
ted with her craft, had tatſt her felfe into the ditche, 
and my Fatper had Spened the matter to the people, ha 
at the firſt obteyned pardon, and mas altogether buſicd 
that he might get leaue of the people to reſtoꝛe mee a- 
gaine, and'made pꝛeparation to ſæne me. Thisbe-now ,,..._.. 
becauſe of his buſines , hauing little ta doe, and banket⸗ on become 
ting without care cõtinuallp, ſet, as it were at ſale,both an harlot, and 
her ſelfe, and her art: and in as much as ſhe paſſed Ari. is hated of 
noe in grate, and cunning pla, both in quick fingering, oe. 

and alſo ſ werte ſinging to her Inſtrument, ſhe percey- | 
ned not that ſhe got thereby wozſhip, enuie, and emu⸗ 
lation, coniopncd with ſingular indignation : chiefly foz 
that ſhe was beloued of a certaine marchant of Man- 
cratia, named Nauhicles , wha deſpiſed Arſinoe, with 
whom he accdpanted befoze,becaule that while the ſong 
her cheekesſwelled, and were vnſ@emely, and her eyes 
fared,almoſt leauing their accuſtomed plate. Mherſdꝛe 
Arſinoe ſwelling with anger and emulation, came to. 
Demenetas kinſſolkes, and told them the whole maner 
of the wyles that Thisbe vſed againſt her, whereof 
fome ſhee ſuſpeeted , and Thisbe had tolde her other 
me, fo2 p familiar acquaintance which was betwerne 
them. CUhen therefoꝛe Demenetas kinſfolkes came tos 
gether to haue my Father condemned, and had pꝛocu⸗ 


red the moſt eloquent Ozatours, with great 9 
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ol money to accuſe him, they ſaide, that Demeneta was 


' killed without iudgement, and not conuinted, and that 


the adulterie was pꝛetended to colour the murther, and 
thercfoze they required to haue the Adulterer eyther 
gquycke 02 dead,o2 at leaſt, to knowe his name. Laſt of 
al, that Thisbe might be bzought to examination, which 
when my father had pꝛomiſed, and could not perfourme, 
(fo: the had ſo pꝛouided that befoze the day of iudgement 
was afſigned,ſhe went her way with p Merchaunt, as 
they had appoynted) the people taking the matter in 
euill part, iudged him not the killer, in as much as ha 


A ba- had tolde the matter plainly as it was done, but that he

belped to the death ol Demeneta, mine vaiuſt baniſh- 


ment, wherefvze thepertled him out ot his countrey,and 
confiſcated ali his gods}, and this commoditis got he by 
bis ſecond mariage. But the moſt wicked, Thisbe, who 
is llaine in wy fight, ſailed from Athens foz that cauſe. 
And thus umch onely could J knowe , which Anticles

gypt of purpoſe, if I might find her in Naucratia to bzing 
her back to Athens, and deliuer my father from ſuch ſuſ⸗ 
picions, and accuſafions,as were layd againſt him, and 
take reuenge of her,foz al the miſchtefes that ſhe did bn - 
tovs:and hereof in your pꝛeſence Jmake inquirie. Now 
as touching the canſe of mp comming hether, the man- 
ner thereof, and the daungers that J ſaffered in this 
fpace,you ſhal hereafter know. But how, and by whom 
Thisbe was flaine in this denne, wee ſhall haue neede 
perhaps of ſome Oꝛacle to tell vs. Neuerthelclle, if you 
will, let vs looke vpon the letter which wee founde in 
her boſome : it map be, that we ſhall learne ſomewhat 
beſide this in it. They were content, and he opening it, 
began fo reade as followeth.

Fo2 J - 
account it much better to be Caine of pour hands, to be 
buried after the manner ofthe Grekes; then to le ade a 
life moꝛe grteuous then death, oz elſe fo ſuſteine ſache 
barbarous loue, as is mo2e intollerable, then the hatred. Barbarous 
of Athens. And thus ſpake Thisbe in her letter. But loue worſe 
Cnemon ſaide, Thisbe, as reaſon is, thou art ſlaine, ano hen barred. 
thy ſelf art meſſenger to tel vs of the miſeries,making 
declaration of them by thine owne death. Thushath | 
therenenger(asnow may it appeare) dzivingthe dust 
all the wozld,not-withdzawne her ſcourge, here the '* Ut 
made me, whom thou hal inturted, although tiuing id | 
Egypt, to be the behoider of thy puniſhment. But what | 
miſchiefe was that, which thou diddeſt deuiſe againſt 
me, as by the letters it may appeare , which Foxtune

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alſo I much miſtruſt thee , and am in greate doubt, let 
the deathofDemenera be but a tale, and that both they 
me, who told me of the ſame, and that thou art 
tome byſea out of Greece, to make in Egypt another 
Tragedy of me, Mill you not leaue (ſaid Theagenes) 
to hie tw valiant,and feare the hadowes,and ſpirites of 
deade folkes*.

But Theagenes and Cariclia, as was befoꝛe con- 
cluded,fozſooke the Theſlalians, and tame to me pꝛiuilp, 
and fell both in great feare at my fœte, and fill cried, 
ſaue vs father. Caric lia ſaide no moze, but helde downe 
her he ade, as though che were aſhamed of that ſhe had 
done. But Theagenes ſayde moze. Calaſiris ſaue vs 
being rangers, and baniſhed our cduntries, depꝛi⸗ 
ued ot all our friendes, that among them all wie might 
winne our ſelues. aue our bodies herfafter commit⸗ 
ted to Foꝛtune, which alſo are made bonde to chaſte 
loue. Baue vs by our owne accoꝛd baniſhed, pet glad 
thereof , and ſuch as haue ſet all their ſafegard on 
pou.

peolperous vpage, accozding ta aur heart a dedre. To. 
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Many times 
ieſte turned 
to good eat- 
ne ſt as did his 
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be choꝛt, vy bay wee were in the middeſt of the ſea , but 
the mariners at the ſrſt were greatip againſt it, pet 
at length they were perſuaded by the merchant of Tyꝛe 
becauſe he told them that they fledde, certaine pyꝛates 
that purſued them, of which he had warning. He ment 
to tell them this fo2 a tale, and knew not that he ſaide 
trueth. But the windes and wether were ſoꝛe againſt 
vs, ſo that the ſea was very rough, and we in agreat 
tempeſt, very neare to be caſt awap.pet at length when 
wer had loſt halfe our rudder, and bꝛoken the moſt part 
of our ſaile yardes, we arriucdin a certaine harbour 
of Crete. We thought it god therfo;e to tarry there cer 
taine daies,aſwell to repayʒe our ſhippe, as alſo to caſe 
our ſelues. When theſe thinges were done, it was ap- 
pointed that wer ſhould ſaile , the firſte monday after 
the chaunge of the mone,wec were caried into the deepe 
ſeas, with the Eaſterip winde, a dap and a night, and 
our maiſter directed our hulke to the coaſt of Aphrique, 
Foz tze ſaide that if the wind blewe , and we kept a 
ftraight courſe, we might paſſe the maine ſea, and he 
made all haſte poſſible to come to the maine lande, 02 
into ſome hauen, fo; the barke which he ſawe out of the 
pupe, was a Pyzate . Foz euer ſithence we loſed from 
the poontoꝛie of Creete, he foloweth vs, and neuer de- 
clineth one iotte from our courſe, bat purſueth our ſhip, 
as if it wet our vyage with vs:fo: J haue perceiued this 
diners times, when J turned about of purpoſe our ſhip 
from his right courſe, that hath alſo turned. Ihen he 
had ſaid this, ſome were mooued, and erhoꝛted the reſt 
to make them ready to defence, but ſome made light 
thereof. Saping that the ſhozter ſhippes might welo⸗ 
nertake ſuch as are greater, foꝛ that they know by moꝛe 
experiente the certaintic of their way. While theſc 
things were diſputed on vpon both parties, it was that 
tune of the day that the huſbandman doeth bnpoke his 
oxen fromthe plough, and the behement winde began 

to 
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to ware caulme, ſo that within alitle while if was al⸗ 
molt downe,t blewe ſoftly to no purpoſe on our ſailes, 
whereby it rather huffed them together, then made a⸗ 
ny way fo2 our ſhip. At length it ceaſed quite, as if at the 
ſunne ſetting it had appoynted to leaue blowinge , oz 
rather(that J may ſpeake moꝛe fraly)fs do them which 
followed us a god furne,fo2 they that were in the barke 
as longe as we had winde, were farre behinde our ſhip 
which was full fraughted, as is god reaſon, ſoꝛ that our 
greater ſailes receiued moze winde. But after the ſeas 
werecaulme , and we of foꝛce confkrained to rowe , the 
barke came vpon vs ſoner then a man would thinke, in 
as much (as J thinke )encryone of them rowed, and ſs 
made the ligbt barke whiche was moze fitte fo2 that

And when he 
came to The:genes andC ariclia;who were very ſa:ow-s 
ful and wept pitifully;he ſaid: you doe not as beſtemeth 
you,no; as the manncrs,02 oꝛdinauntes of our coun⸗ 
trie beare,cſpectally ſeeing you haue had commannde- 
ment, that you ſhonide not mourne. That vou be- 
waile the p:teſt,fo2 whoſe.

conceiedint® things, wpich happened to him contrary to his hope, 02 
by Cibel:s ele f that in ſuch cauſe he was content to take any 
ctaſtie means lodging in god part. J thinke be woulde haue talen 
herde to himſcife,if he had ſuſpected what tragicall, and 
infollerable thinges , that longing would haue pꝛocu⸗ 
redthem,to their great harme. But then the foztune 
which gouerned their affaires , when it had refreſhed 
them well a femme haures , and giuen them leaue fo bes 
merry ane day,ſoudainty toyned thereto heaup and ter⸗ 
rible thinges, and bzought them into their enimies 
hand,in manner, as if they ſhoulde haue yeelded them 
ſelues ta be bound. Making them pꝛiſoners vnder to⸗ 
jour of courteous enterteinement, without any knows 
ledge of that which ſhould happen to them afterwarde. 
Such folly and in manner blindneſſe, doth the wande- 
ring life calt befoze their eyes, who trauaile thzough 
The diſcom- ſtraunge and vaknowen countries.

as he could conuenicntly get him, and went to Oroon- 
dates, who then was muſtering his army againſt the 
Aethiopians, and making all manner of pꝛouiſiõ, as wel

In ſuch 
ſoꝛt deale men that are in a deſperate caſe, accompting 
euerp ſmall pzotecting of their life, a bauntage . Par- 
ry in their caſting they ſo directed their hands, that 
they would not hurt them, but fozbid them the land. 
The Acthiopians alſo ſhotte, but moze certainly, and as 
men that vnderſtode not the Perſians minde, and killed 
them by two oz th2e at once, ſo that ſome of them ſud- 
denly wounded, fell oner the walles headlong into the 
water. And the ſkirmiſh had beene wozſe while the one 
ſpared,and did but defend them from land, and the Ac- 
thiopians fought very angerly, if a certaine olde gentle- 
man of Syene had not come and ſpoken thus to them on 
the walles: © mad men, and too much amazed with 
pour miſeries, do we now keepe them off , whome wee 
humbly p2ayped to helpe vs befoze, ſeeing that they come 
to vs contrary to all hope? Who if they come frendly, 
and bꝛing vspeace,they ſhall be our ſauiours, but if they 
meane to deale like enemies, they may with little laboz 
be llaine when they be landed: but what ſhal wer be the 
better when we haue llaine theſe , ſeeing that ſo black 
a cloude hangeth over our heads,both by water, and by 
lande Why doc we not rather let them come in, that 
we may vnderſtand what they haue to ſap?

With this anſwere ſhe Legates departed,and tone the 
two Perſians with them, and recompted to Hydaſpes 
how they had ſped. Who after her had ſmyled a little, 
and much blamed Oroondates foz his great foliſhnefſc, 
that he being a man not in his owne power, but in an o⸗ 
ther mans, either to line 0; die, would argue of any con- 
ditions, ſaid.it were very fondly done, to deſtroy ſuch a 
number fo2 one mans madneſſe , and (> he let thoſe de⸗ 
part to Elyphantina that Oroondates ſent, as though he 
cared not it they made what p2ouiſid they could to with ⸗ 
ſtand him. But of his owne men he appointed ſome to 
make a damme at the entrance of Nylus, into his ditch, 
and other ſome to turne the water an other way, that fo 
the water(if there came no moze in) might be the ſoner 
auoyded out of the ſpace betwene Syene and them, and 
the harder to trauell in. They began the wozke alittle 
as they were commanded, and would haue p2zoceeded 
next day, but then they could do no moze becauſe of 
night that came vpon them . Pozeoner they that were 
inthe citie, ſought all meanes they could to ſave them 
ſelues, and were al comfo2ted with this health that was 
pꝛamiſed them bnloked foz, And thoſe that made the 
mine bnderneath the ground, dzewe ſomewhat niere 
to the enemies ditch : which thing they gclled, becauſe 
they toke the meaſure of the ſpace with a line, other 
ſct pzoppes to ay vp the walles, which thing they 
might eaſilie do, becauſe of the ſtones when the Wall 
fellinward. Pet when they had done all that they 
could, and thought them ſelues in ſafetie, they were not 
a little troubled but abont midnight a great part ot the 
Aethiopians began to digge beefoze night (whether it 
were becauſe the ground was loſe , and not thicke p⸗ 
nough where the damme was made, and ſo the found 3s 
tion was thꝛoughly wetted, oꝛ els by reaſon z the woꝛk⸗ 
men left ſome einpty place in the ground, and ther efoꝛe

But the Citizens went roũd 
about bpon the walles, and ſa ing p all was well there, 
— 7 that their enemies had had ſome miſhap, 
mozning toke away al this doubt, and the beach 
was eſpied,and the water ſuddenly auopied. Then did p 
Acthiopians damme vp y entre of their ditch, and made 
fiod gates of wod, and laid many thouſand loades of 
earth therein, which they letched as well from the land 
as by water in their boates, and thus went the water 
away at length, pet could neither of them come to the o⸗ 
ther: foz the earth was couered with a thick mud, and 
bnder that which ſermed to be deie af the top. there was 
much wetneſſe, which as well dece ined men as hoꝛſes.

Wherfoze he ſent onely fo2ppaieſts , 
t when be had wozſhipped the Goddes of greateſt ire, 
be aſked them if they could infozme him of any thing 
that they meant to da, and whit her they were gone, 
and wherein was their greateſt truſt.
